A "Jack the Hugger," who It Is 


thought Is responsible for all the at- 
tacks on women that have taken places 
In the past few months In this city, is 
now in tho custody of the police. The 
man gives his name as "Walter Maasen, 
but beyond this he will say very little 
nbout himself. The authorities believe 
that the "hugger" is insane and are 
now holding him for investigation. 


Maasen Is fairly well dressed and 


appears to be about thirty years of age. 
He is smooth shaven and has emanci- 
ated features. Maasen's propensity for 
hugging got him Into trouble last night 
and his arrest wan affected In a novel 
manner. 


Maasen went to the house of Mrs. L. 


'H. Mosher, at 1119 West street, about 
8 o'clock last night, and rang the door- 
bell. Mrs. Mosher answered the bell, 
and as she 'opened the door, Maasen 
stepped In and threw his arms about 
the astonished woma'n, who struggled 
with the hugger and finally managed 
to throw him on to the front porch 
end close the door in his face. During 


the struggle between Mrs. Mosher and 
her assailant the hugger tore some of 
her clothing from her person. 


Maasen 
ciulckly made his escape 


from the Mosher home and Mrs. Moab> 
er was too frightened to call for as- 
sistance Immediately, 


The next that was seen of Maasen 


was ont In Golden .Gate, when a po- 
liceman saw the "hugger" divest him- 
self of hat and coat, and quickly board 
a San Pablo car. - The policeman noti- 
fied the central station of what he 
had seen and Policeman McKeegan 
was dispatched to place the strange 
man under arrest. Maasen was found 
at Ninth and Broadway, still hatless 
and coatless. He was wandering about 
aimlessly. 
The police were furnished 


with a description of Mrs. Mosher's as- 
sailant and it was found that Maa- 
sen was the man wanted. 


The police believe that Maasen Is 


the amorous "hugger" that has been 
stopping women on the streets late at 
night and even going to the doors of 
houses and attempting to hug or kiss 
his victims instead of robbing them of 
valuables.

A Wise Constitutional Amendment. 


Constitutional amendment No. 38 ought to carry. Its object 


is (1) to permit idle public money to earn interest, properly safe- 
guarded, and (2) to prevent financial congestion by the locking up 
of large sums in the treasury vaults for months during each year. 
A'scheme has been carefully worked out by which idle money' can 
be loaned'to the banks at a rate of not less than two per cent in- 
terest under conditions which afford perfect security. 


A. B. Nye, Governor Pardee's private secretary, has given the 


matter a great deal of thought, and has issued a pamphlet explain- 
ing the provisions of the proposed amendment and its workings if 
adopted. 
The amendment is also warmly recommended by Pro- 


fessor Carl C. Phlen of the State University, who is an expert on 
taxation, public finance and related phases o£ political economy. 


Each year, no matter how abundant the circulating medium is, 


there is a temporary financial stringency, due to everybody being 
called on to pay taxes at the same time; which money is locked up 
unusucd for the most part till the beginning of the ensuing fiscal year 
—a period approximating seven months. 


If the State could loan out $5,000,000 of this money 
for 
six 


months, even at the low rate of two per cent, it would realize a profit 
of $50,000 a year, and at the same time obviate the temporary 
financial stringency that now periodically occurs.

husband, named Norton,

In love with 
her 
coachman, 
Peter 


Schmitt—why, she does not know now 
—but she loved him well enough to 
marry htm on October 19, 1901.
